The open seasons for game are as 
follows: 
Quail and wild turkey. Nov. 10 to 
Dec. 15; w nod cock or squirrel, Sept. 
1 to Dec. 15; rabbits (by gun), Nov. 
10 to Dec. 15; rail, plover or snipe, 
Sept. I to Dec. 15, and March 15 to 
May I; ducks, geese, swans, coots or 
mud hens. Sept. I to Dec. 
15 
nnd 
March 15 to May I. 
It will be noticed that provision is 
made for two seasons for duck shoot­ 
ing. 
The amount of game 
which one 
hunter may bag in one day is limited 
as follows: 
Quail, woodcock, geese, 
plover or snipe, 18; duck, 25; squirrel, 
IO; pheasant, prairie chicken, ruffled 
grouse, Mongolian pheasants and Eng­ 
lish pheasants 
are 
protected until 
Nov. IO, 1904. 
The bill makes it unlawful to buy, 
sell, expose for sale, offer for sale or 
have In one’s possession any 
game 
birds or animals except rabbits during 
the closed seasons or to kill them for 
sale or shipment. 
No person must hunt upon anoth­ 
er’s property without written permis­ 
sion of the owiler, agent or 
tenant 
thereof, under penalty of fine. 
War­ 
dens are given the right to inspect 
any receptacle containing game be­ 
lieved to have been killed in violation 
of law. 
No set lines of any sort must be 
usesd in catching Ash. Bluegills and 
common sun fish are protected from 
May 15 to July I. There must bo no 
fishing through the ice in the waters 
of the state, and black bass caught 
in the state's waters must not he of­ 
fered for sale. 
After May I, 1902, no person must 
hunt on another’s property without a 
hunter’s license, issued by the clerk 
of the courts. The fee for residents 
of Ohio is $1, and for non-residents 
$85. The money realized from 
this 
source is to be turned into the state 
treasury, to he used in paying 
the 
salaries and expenses of district war­ 
dens.

ELECTROCHEMICAL THEORY 


Of 
Professors Loeb 
and 
Mathews. 
The Latter Known In 
East Liverpool. 
The electrochemical theory of ner 
vous action, due to Professors Loeb 
and Matthews of Chicago, continues 
to excite attention, but it apparently 
meets with more favor among physi­ 
ologists than with electricians. 
Says 
the Electrical World and Engineer: 
"Any physiological theory involving 
the ionic theory of electricity is a 
theory of the second degree, since 
the ionic is itself only a working hypo 
thesis that has not yet been received, 
as a matter of demonstration beyond 
the pale of doubt. 
Moreover, from the 
outline given of Dr. Mathews’ theory 
that the ionic theory might fall with­ 
out necessarily implicating the essen­ 
tials of the nerve action theory here 
considered, so that in a certain sense 
it would seem that the new theory 
does not necessarily penetrate ions in 
the definite sense contemplated by 
the modern ionic theory. 
Almost any 
of the more recent theories of the 
electrochemical action would, perhaps, 
answer the purpose of the new hypo­ 
thesis equally well. It* is only reason 
able to expect that in time physiolo­ 
gists will discover the fundamental 
laws—perhaps very simple in charac­ 
ter, but no doubt very complex in 
superposition—which underlie nerve 
action, and the objective side of con­ 
sciousness. There can be no doubt 
that electricity takes a share in this 
action, because all the phenomena of 
life are phenomena 
of 
differential 
liquids separated by thin septa, and 
it would be practically impossible to 
assemble such 
mechanism 
without 
originating electric and electrochemi­ 
cal actions.” *

Doves, kildeer, swallows, blue birds, 
meadow larks, gulls and buzzards and 
the nests and young of all song and 
Insectivorous 
birds

at all seasons. 
The open seasons for game are as 
follows: 
Quail and wild turkey, Nov. IO to 
Dee. 15; w oodeoek or squirrel, Sept.

IO to Dee. 15; rail, plover or snipe, 
Sept. I to Dec. 15, and March 15 to 
May I; ducks, geese, swans, coots or 
mud hens, Sept. I to Dee.

Bluegills and 
common sun fish arc protected from 
May 15 to July I. Thoro m ust be no 
fishing through the lee In the waters 
of the state, and black bass caught 
In the state’s w aters m ust not be of­ 
fered for sale. 
After May I, 1902, no person must 
hunt on another’s property without a 
hunter’s license, issued by the clerk 
of the courts. The fee for residents 
of Ohio is $1, and for non-residents

Members of the legis­ 
lature have good opportunities, during 
prolonged sessions, to run through 
the legislative mill laws that 
are 
worthless and which many times car­ 
ry large expenditures. The fight over 
the temperance problem, over taxa­ 
tion and the abandonment of the 
canals ie sure to cause a long Bas­ 
tion 
There is a most determined and bit­ 
ter opposition developing among the 
m anufacturers of the state over the so­ 
called fellow-servant bill, several of 
which have been introduced into both 
branches of the general assembly. The 
initiative in the m atter was taken by 
the Columbus board of trade, but the 
movement is intended to take in every 
sim ilar organization in the state, and 
to that end appeals have been sent out. 
As a basis for the opposition, the claim 
is made th at the bill, if passed, will 
change the custom of half-century and 
entirely abolish the right of an em­ 
ployer to defend in an action for dam­ 
ages on the ground of assumption of 
risk or contributory negligence of an 
employe. 
The board of trade in this 
city went about the m atter with some 
care, securing the opinion of an atto r­ 
ney as to just what the bills would do 
before taking any action, but having 
that, and fortified in what was consid­ 
ered a legal way, resolutions denounc­ 
ing the bills were adopted and a copy 
of these resolutions, together with the 
lawyer's opinion, are being sent to 
every commercial organization in Ohio. 
The purpose is to begin a combined as­ 
sault all along tho line. 
• • • 
This week ought to see both the W il­ 
lis and the Cole taxation bills reported 
back from the committee. 
They will 
come with favorable recommendations 
and their passage urged. The first to 
be taken up on the floor and fought 
out is the "Willis bill, providing for the 
filing of annual reports by domestic 
corporations and the charging of a fee 
of one-tenth of one per cent of the au­ 
thorized capital stock. It is doubtful if 
this can pass in its present form. The 
opposition of the Democrats can be 
counted on to a man. They desire the 
Nichols law somewhat amended and 
extended. But added to this, it is dis­ 
covered that a number of Republicans 
are not in favor of the measure as it 
stands. 
Local m anufacturers in every 
part of the state have written In to 
their member of the house or senate 
protesting, “If you pass that bill it will 
cripple us. 
"We cannot stand such an 
increased tax. 
It means th at many 
millions of dollars of capital will be 
driven from the state, as many mil­ 
lions of dollars have already gone. 
Why should we he asked to pay tax on 
an authorized capital stock where per­ 
haps its face value is far below par? 
By tni8, the poorer a corporation be­ 
comes the higher is the tax. It's a tax 
on poverty." 
The potency of this a r­ 
gument is being shown. 
Several Re­ 
publicans who were outspoken in favor 
of the bill at the start are weakening. 
• • • 
A most determined opposition has 
been shown to the passage of the so­ 
called anti-Christian Science bill intro­ 
duced by Mr. Detnutb of Toledo at the 
Instance of the Toledo Humane so­ 
ciety. The bill in substance provides 
that parents must call in the aid of a 
regularly authorized physician where 
children under 16 years of age are ill. 
In the house the measure passed with 
little debate, but In the senate a flood 
of protest arose and the bill was bit­ 
terly denounced. Mr. Handing of Mar­ 
lon led the fight and provoked some 
merriment when he said: "As the son 
of a physician. I may be forgiven if I 
expose a professional secret. 
Nine 
times out of ten when a child Is ill and 
a physician is called, no medicine is 
given, and," he added, with a twinkle 
in his eye, “the nine times are when 
the child generally recovers.” After a 
debate lasting nearly an entire after­ 
noon, the Nil was finally referred to 
the committee on judiciary.

Devotees of tobacco may hear with 
some alarm the complaint of Senator 
Eckert. Outside of the usual and well­ 
known dangers attending a too per­ 
sistent use of the weed, the senator has 
discovered another which, it is claim­ 
ed, scientific experience demonstrates. 
This is, th at paris green sprinkled on 
a growing tobacco plant permeates the 
leaf and remains with it during all the 
subsequent processes until it finally 
comes to the user in one way or an­ 
other, and he, in turn, is gradually 
poisoned. The senator, in the hope of 
removing this harmful ingredient, has 
a bill which he will endeavor to have 
passed making it a crime to sprinkle 
parii gr~en on tobacco and a crime 
punishable by fine and imprisonment.

I t . Guerin, the young member from 
Eri4 county with a special regard for 
the supreme court, has a bill which 
would extend the terms OC the ludCP 


from six to twelve years and make the 
election of a new one come every two 
instead of one year, as at present. In 
defense of this, Mr. Guerin says such 
a law promising long terms in office 
would raise the standard of the men 
willing to take the place and make ic 
so that the very highest legal talent in 
the state would desire to be elected to 
the bench. 
He would likewise favor 
advancing the salaries to $10,000 a 
year, but since the present legislature 
gave the judges a substantial increase, 
the uselessness of such a thing at this 
time is recognized. 
Neither will the 
hill to extend the term s to twelve years 
meet with such hearty indorsement as 
to make it a law.

Fishermen in every part of the state, 
hut more particularly along the lake, 
will be interested in a bill now aw ait­ 
ing legislative action.

It is immaterial how the trophy be ob­ 
tained, whether by ambuscade or in 
fair battle. Generally it is the former. 
The candidate for martial honors sim­ 
ply waits his chance by night in some 
neighboring village as craftily and pa­ 
tiently as a leopard on the prowl, the 
kris or a poisoned arrow docs the work 
swiftly and silently, and the severed 
head has ample time to cool before the 
deed is discovered and calls for retri­ 
bution.

Coram , Gilolo and others too num er­ 
ous to m ention—man still exists in the 
prim eval state, and th a t m ost horrible 
of practices, head hunting, is still in­ 
dulged in in spite of all efforts of vari­ 
ous governm ents aud m issions as well 
as philanthropic societies w ho have 
com e in contact w ith the people. 
J u s t as the scalp lock on th e belt of 
th e young buck Indian w as a token of 
m anhood, so the gory head Im paled on 
a ta ll pole over the hut of the w ould be 
young w arrior, Papuan or Day ak, pro­ 
claim s to .all the prowess of the youth, 
henceforth a man and eligible for the 
council and the wooing of the m aidens.

The Improvements called for in the 
specifications of the w ar department 
are for a new’ additional cadet bar­ 
racks and the alteration of the present 
barracks, which have room for only 
320 cadets if properly hou sed, as they 
shou ld be, two In a room. At present 
over forty cadets are compelled to 
sleep three in a room. The first bu ild­ 
ing t(» be enlarged wou ld be the bar­ 
racks by cu nipleting the qu adrangle 
and adding eight divisions. These di­ 
visions wou ld aocommu date thirty-two 
cailets each, so that the enlarged bu ild­ 
ing wou ld accommodate G40 cadets 
properly. The nu mber now on the rolls 
Is 450. 
The lu iprovementa contemplated in­ 
clu de also the bu ilding of a new mess 
ball for bachelor officers, thu s allowing 
the present bu ilding to be u sed ex clu ­ 
sively by cadets. The accommodations 
at present are a constant sou rce of au - 
u oyu nce throu gh overcrowding. 
In order to provide proper facilities 
for the riding school a new hu ll 300 
feet long and JOO feet wide mu st be

CONGRESS ASKED TO REBUILD HIS­ 
TORIC INSTITUTION.

The United States Military academy 
at West Point is In a dilapidated condi­ 
tion. and extensive improvements are 
necessary to put it in a fit condition 
for the purposes for which it is Intend­ 
ed. 
Congress will be asked to appro­ 
priate $10,000,000 at the present ses­ 
sion for the rebuilding of a large por­ 
tion of the institution. 
Members of the committees on mili­ 
tary affairs of both the bouse of repro 
sen ta ti ves and the senate made a thor­ 
ough inspection of the academy a few 
days ago, and, although no formal ac­ 
tion was taken* it was conceded by all 
the congressmen that the extensive im­ 
provements asked for by the war de­ 
partm ent were greatly needed and that 
they should be made. 
Last fall the report of the board of 
visitors to West Point mercilessly ex­ 
posed tin' discomforts and luconveu 
ienees of life at the academy. 
It said 
that the cadet who entered the West 
Point barracks the first day tile inst! 
tution opened its doors KXI years age 
found himself surrounded by almost ac 
many comforts ami conveniences as the 
cadet who entered last June. 
“The barracks,’’ the report stated, 
“are little better equipped than the 
barracks at the average county poor 
house, and the ventilation is in accord 
anne with the hygienic notions of a 
century ago and is simply execrable

inadequate to meet present conditions. 
Few ore equipped with any of tho con­ 
veniences to be found in the average 
public school building In country dis­ 
tricts. 
The improvements called for In the 
specifications of the war department 
are for a new additional cadet bar­ 
racks and the alteration of the present 
barracks, which have room for only 
320 cadets if properly housed, as they 
should be, two in a room. At present 
over forty cadeta are compelled to 
Bleep three in a room. The first build­ 
ing to be enlarged would be the bar­ 
racks by completing the quadrangle 
and adding eight divisions. These di­ 
visions would accommodate thirty-two 
cadets each, so that the enlarged build­ 
ing would accommodate 640 cadets 
properly. The number now on the rolls 
is 459. 
The improvements contemplated In­ 
clude also the building of a new mess 
bali for bachelor officers, thus allowing 
the present building to be used exclu­ 
sively by cadets. The accommodations 
at present are a constant source of an­ 
noyance through overcrowding. 
• In order to provide proper facilities 
for tho riding school a new hall 300 
feet long and IOO feet wide must be 
provided. The present building Is but 
75 by 05 feet. 
This building may be 
converted into stables. 
These are but a fraction of the im­ 
provements contemplated, but serve to 
Indicate the pressing need for Improve­ 
ments required for this historic insti­ 
tution, to the end that In the uear fu­ 
ture the Military academy, by reason 
of its splendid equipment as well aa its 
rp*at name, may be an inspiration and 
a source of pride to the people of the 
United Htates and at the same time at­ 
tract the attention of the world.

One day I was stopped on W ashing­ 
ton street, aaya J. T. Trowbridge In 
The Atlantic, by a friend who made 
this startling announcement: 
“W alt 
Whitman Is in town. I have Just seen 
him!”

Dew edition. There was a scarcity of 
chairs, and Whitman, rising to receive 
us, offered me his, but we all remained 
standing except the sickly looking lad, 
who kept his seat until W hitman turn­ 
ed to him and said: “You’d better go 
now. I’ll (tee you this evening.” After 
he had gone out W hitman explained:

Since th a t tim e, IOO years ago, nearly 
nil the im provem ents have been on the 
patchw ork plan. 
T here is but one 
building ^t the post constructed by the 
governm ent th a t is iii harm ony w ith 
the present day and generation. 
All 
the others are old, uncom fortable and 
inadequate to meet present conditions. 
Few are equipped w ith any of tho con­ 
veniences to be found in the average 
public school building in country dis­ 
tricts. 
The improvements called for in the 
specifications of the wur department 
are for a new additional cadet bar­ 
racks and the alteration of the present 
barracks, which have room for only 
320 cadets if properly housed, as they 
should lie, two in a room. At present 
over forty cadets are compelled to 
Bleep three in a room. The first build­ 
ing to be enlarged would be the bar­ 
racks by completing the quadrangle 
and adding eight divisions. These di­ 
visions would accommodate thirty-two 
cadets each, so that the enlarged build­ 
ing would accommodate 640 cadets 
properly. The number now on the rolls 
is 450. 
The Improvements contemplated in­ 
clude nlso the building of a new mess 
ball for bachelor officers, thus allowing 
the present building to be used exclu­ 
sively by cadets. The accommodations 
at present are a constant source of an­ 
noyance through overcrowding.

Aa to Which Was In Command. 


The point raised in the appeal is 
between Admiral Sampson and Ad­ 
m iral Schley, as to which was in com 
mand, and as to which was entitled 
to tho credit, if either of them was 
really entitled to any unusual and pre­ 
eminent credit by any special exhibi­ 
tion of genius, skill and courage. The 
court could have considered both of

Washington, Feb. 20.—Again

terday the general debate on the In 
di&n appropriation hill was devoted 
almost entirely to extraneous topics. 
Ae on Tuesday the issue raised by 
Mr. Wheeler (Ky.) a few days ago 
came in for considerable 
attention 
and was the feature of the session. 
Mr. Bromwell, an Ohio Republican; 
Mr. Kern, an Illinois Democrat, and 
Mr. Fleming, 
a 
Georgia Democrat, 
added their views to the literature 
on the subject, but it was Mr. Bou­ 
tell, an Illinois Republican, who en­ 
tertained the house most. 
He w*?s 
well tortified with material, and with 
exceeding 
good 
temper 
and 
a 
trenchant 
display of wit he traced 
the history of what Mr. Wheeler had 
called ‘‘truculent sycophancy.” as he 
said, from the day when 
the 
first 
Democratic, president 
purchased 
a 
bogus coat of arms to the entertain­ 
ment of Queen Liliuokalani by the 
last Democratic president. He finally 
dismissed the wnole subject by say­ 
ing it should be accepted abroad as 
one of the “erratic 
and 
sporadic 
phases of American humor.” 
Mr. Hamilton, a Michigan Repub­ 
lican, enlivened the proceedings with 
an entertaining speech on trusts. The 
other 
speakers 
were 
Mr. 
Little 
(Ark.), wno discussed conditions in 
the indian 
territory; 
Mr. 
Corliss 
(Mich.), who spoke on the Pacific 
cable; 
Mr. 
Stephens (Texas), 
on

(N. Y.), on increased pay for letter 
carriers; Mr. Fitzgerald IN. Y.), on 
the education of the Indians; 
Mr. 
Jackson (Kan.), on election of sena­ 
tors by the people, and Mr. New lands 
(Nev.), on the bill to redeem silver 
dollars in gold. 


Senate Considered Philippines Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—The 
senate 
continued the 
consideration of the 
Philippine tariff bill yesterday, the 
main speeches being made by Mr. 
Burrows tMich.), for the bill, and 
Mr. Money 
(Miss.), 
against it, al­ 
though Mr. Mitchell (Ore.), Mr. For­ 
ager (O.), Mr. Mallory (Fla.) and 
Mr. Tillman (S. C.) all took more or 
less part in the general debate on the 
subject. 
\ 
Mr. Burrows maintained that con­ 
gress was dealing with the question 
as it was today and not with any 
reference to what took place in the 
past or might take place in the fu­ 
ture. 
He maintained that the United 
States’ occupancy of the islands was 
with due regard to the international 
obligations. 
Mr. 
Mallory 
(Fia.) 
spoke particularly in favor of his 
amendment to that portion of the 
bill relating to the navigation laws, 
and said that it wa3 necessary in the 
interest of American shipping.

The stage line between Atchison and 
Placerville, 
Cal., 
which ran 
daily 
coaches for about five years in 1860-65, 
was the finest ever known in the stage­ 
coach business. In equipment no sim­ 
ilar line could equal it. 
It w-as the 
greatest stage line on the globe, carry­ 
ing passengers, mail and express. 
In 1804-65 It cost more for meals be­ 
tween Atchison and Denver than the 
railroad fare now costs, with meals 
added. 
The run from Atchison to 
Denver is now made in something Uke 
fifteen hours as against six days in the 
stagecoach days. At one time the fare 
from Atchison to Denver wras $175; the 
railroad fare at present is $15. 
The 
quickest time ever made by stage be­ 
tween Atchison and Denver w-as four 
and a half days. Ben Holladay, own­ 
er of the line, traveled by special 
coaches from Placerville, Cal., to Atch­ 
ison, 2,000 miles, in twelve days aud 
two hours, beating the regular daily 
schedule five days. This feat cost Hol­ 
laday $20,000, but it was a groat ad­ 
vertisement for hts line. 
The stages, 
when crowded, carried fifteen persons, 
besides great quantities of mail and 
express. 
One of the coaches used on tile Alc!\- 
ison-Placerville line is now- in the 
Smithsonian institution at Washing­ 
ton. 
After leaving Atchison it was 
operated on the Deadwood line and 
was several times captured by Indians 
and outlaw's. Once when ‘captured by 
outlaws it carried $00,000 in gold. In 
this attack three guards were killed. 
Buffalo Bill heard that the old coach 
had been abandoned and went after it, 
using it for years in his w-ild west 
show. In London it carried the Prince 
of Wales, and all the notables of Eu­ 
rope examined it with interest. On the 
Fourth of July, 1895, this famous old 
coach was exhibited with the wild 
west show at Concord, N. TI., where it 
was made. The owners add employees 
of the stagecoach factory gave the his­ 
toric old stage a great deal of atten­ 
tion, and in the parade It bore this 
sign: “1803—Home Again—1895.” 
Including Atchison and Placerville, 
there were 153 stations on the line, the 
longest in existence (1,913 miles*. The 
fare was $225, or about 12 cents a mile. 
The stations were from ten to fourteen 
miles apart. 
Some days $2,000 was 
taken in at the stage office in Atchison 
for fares alone. 
Euch passenger was 
allowed twenty-five pounds of baggage; 
each pound of excess cost $1, which 
was the price for carrying express. 
The fare to Denver during the war was 
$175, or 27 cents a mile per passenger. 
The stages were nearly always crowd­ 
ed, and passengers were often com­ 
poned to wait several days at Atchison 
before they could be accommodated. 
A minister once refused to travel on 
Sunday and abandoned his place. 
He 
did not get a chance to go until the 
following Sunday, and this time be con 
eluded that, under certain circumstan 
ces, traveling on Sunday was excusa­ 
ble. Sometimes passengers booked for 
a certain day sold out for a bonus of 
from $20 to $50 aud waited for a later 
stage. 
The quickest route between New 
York aud San Francisco at that time 
was by way of Atchison. The western 
terminus of the line was changed from 
S t Joseph to Atchison on completion 
of the Hannibal and S t Joseph road to 
this point as Atchison was eight miles 
nearer Placerville than S t Joseph. The 
stage line ran a little north of west 
from Atchison, crossing the Big Blue 
at Marysville, IOO miles west; theuce 
continuing in a northwesterly course 
up the north side of the Little Blue 
aDd over the divide into the Platte val­ 
ley; thence by way of Fort Kearney, 
Plum Creek and Julesburg to Denver. 
The road between Atchison and Den­ 
ver was in the form of a crescent. 
O'Fallon’® Bluff was IOO miles north of 
Atchison and Denver. The easiest part 
of the line was between Atchison and 
Fort Kearney.

A gay party of eight one*- 
started from Atchison, and they sang 
for two days and nights, using ribald 
words to old church tunes.

Then there 
were a spree m d quarreling and poker 
playing. 
On.) man said he had been 
robbed by one of the players, and he 
insisted so strongly on a fight that the 
stage was stopped and a ring formed. 
The tw’o drunken men rushed at each 
other, bumped each other down and 
could not get up. The other men help­ 
ed the fighters to their feet, and the 
harmless battle was renewed. Finally

the stage went on. with the passengers 
quarreling on the inside. At last they 
en ga go I in a genera! fight and thou 
went off into a drunken sleep.—-Atchi­ 
son Globe.

The stage line betw een A tchison and 
Placerville, 
Cal., 
which 
ran 
dally 
coaches for about five years In 18(50-05, 
w as th e finest ever known In the stage­ 
coach business. 
In equipm ent no sim ­ 
ilar line could equal It. 
It w as the 
g reatest stage line on the globe, carry­ 
ing passengers, m ail and express. 
In 1804-05 It cost more for m eals be­ 
tw een Atchison and Denver th an the 
railroad fare now costs, w ith m eals 
added. 
The rim from Atchison to 
D enver Is now m ade In som ething Uke 
fifteen hours as against six days in the 
stagecoach days. A t one tim e the fare 
from Atchison to D enver w as $175; the 
railroad fare a t present Is $15. 
The 
quickest tim e ever m ade by stage be­ 
tw een Atchison and D enver w as four 
and a half days. 
Ben H olladay, own­ 
er of th e line, traveled by special 
coaches from Placerville, Cal., to Atch­ 
ison, 2,000 miles, In tw elve days aud 
tw o hours, beating th e regular daily 
schedule five days. This feat cost H ol­ 
laday $20,000, but it w as a great ad ­ 
vertisem ent for hiB line. 
The stages, 
w hen crowded, carried fifteen persons, 
besides groat quantities of mail and 
express. 
One of th e coaches used on the AtoM- 
Ison-Plocerville line is now’ in the 
Sm ithsonian institution a t W ashing­ 
ton. 
A fter leaving Atchison it w as 
operated on the Deadwood line and 
w as several tim es captured by Indians 
and outlaw’s. 
Once when captured by 
outlaw s It carried $00,000 in gold, 
in 
this attack three guards were killed. 
Buffalo Bill beard th a t the old conch 
had been abandoned und w ent a fte r it, 
using It for years in his wild west 
show. In London It carried the Prince 
of W ales, and all the notables of Eu­ 
rope exam ined It w ith interest. On the 
F ourth of July, 1895, this fam ous old 
coach w as exhibited w ith the wild 
w est 6how a t Concord, N. H.. w here It 
w as made. The ow ners aud em ployees 
of th e stagecoach factory gave the his­ 
toric old stage a great deal of atten ­ 
tion, and In the parade it bore this 
sign: “ 18C5—Hom e A gain-1895.” 
Including A tchison and Placerville, 
there w ere 153 stations on the line, the 
longest in existence (1,913 miles*. 
The 
fare w as $225, or about 12 cents a mile. 
The stations w ere from ten to fourteen 
miles apart. 
Some days $2,000 w as 
taken in a t the stage office in Atchison 
for fares.alone. 
Each passenger was 
allow ed tw enty-five pounds of baggage; 
each pound of excess cost $1, which 
w as the price for carrying express. 
The fare to D enver during the w ur was 
$175, or 27 cents a mile per passenger. 
The stages w ere nearly alw ays crow d­ 
ed. and passengers w ere often com­ 
pelled to w alt several days a t Atchison 
before they could be accom m odated. 
A m inister once refused to travel on 
Sunday and abandoned his place. 
He 
did Dot get a chance to go until the 
following Sunday, and this tim e he con­ 
cluded that, under certain clrcum stan 
ces, traveling on Sunday was excusa­ 
ble. 
Som etim es passengers booked for 
a certain day sold out for a bonus of 
from $20 to $50 and w aited for a later 
stage. 
The quickest route betw een 
New 
York and San Francisco a t th a t tim e 
w as by w’ay of Atchison. The w estern 
term inus of th e line w as changed from 
S t Joseph to Atchison on completion 
of the H annibal and S t Joseph road to 
this p o in t as Atchison w as eight miles 
nearer Placerville than S t Joseph. I he 
stage line ran a little north of west 
from Atchison, crossing the Big Blue 
a t M arysville, IOO miles w est; theuce 
continuing In a northw esterly course 
up the north side of the L ittle Blue 
and over th e divide into the P latte val­ 
ley; thence by w ay of Fort K earney, 
Plum Creek and Julesburg to Denver. 
The road between Atchison and Den­ 
ver w as in the form of a crescent. 
O’Fftllon’s Bluff w as IOO miles north of 
Atchison and Denver. The easiest part 
of the line w as between Atchison and 
Fort Kearney. 
The schedule tim e of 
the stages w as four aud a half miles 
an hour, night and day. Including stops. 
Occasionally the drivers would make 


fifteen miles an hour, and the passen­ 
gers thought it very fast. The express 
m essengers received $02.50 a m outh, 
w ith free meals, and w ere compelled 
to ride beside the driver six days and 
nights w ithout rest, except as they 
could sleep w hile the stage w as In mo­ 
tion. They received a lay over of nine 
days every three weeks. 
On going to 
bed a fte r .a trip they frequently slept 
tw enty-four 
hours 
w ithout 
moving. 
D rivers received from $40 to $75 a 
m onth and benni, 
o n the main line 
there w ere 2.750 horses and mules and 
IOO coaches. 
The annual cost of open 
Sting the line w as $2,425,000. 
The passengers w ere nearly all men, 
and they had a hard tim e am using 
themselves. 
A goy party of eight one*# 
started Tram Atchison, and they sang 
for tw o days and nights, using ribald 
words to old church tunes. 
Finally 
one m an proposed a collection. 
W ith 
the money th u s raised they bought a 
Jug of w hisky a t a station. Then there 
w ere a spree m d quarreling und poker 
playing. 
On.) man said he had been 
robbed by one of the players, and he 
insisted so strongly on a fight th a t the 
stage w as stopped and a ring formed. 
The tw o drunken men rushed a t each 
other, bum ped each other down and 
could not got up. T he other men help­ 
ed the fighters to their feet, and the 
harm less battle w as renewed. 
Finally 
Abe driver would w alt no longer, and 
the stage w ent on, w ith the passengers 
quarreling on th e inside. 
At last they 
engaged in a general fight aud then 
w ent off into a drunken sleep.—-Atchi­ 
son Globe.

Th e w inter cold itself is a grav e 
warning. Wlien it recurs two or th ree 
times ev ery winter, it is sure to be fol­ 
lowed In tlie end by ch ronic bronch itis. 
Guce th is comes on it is practically in­ 
curable. 
Men are started on th eir liv es much 
as a sh ell from a cannon—with a cer­ 
tain fixed q uantity of energy. 
If dis­ 
ease "or accident docs not c.1rry th em 
off, th ey will die some time of wh at 
we call old age—in oth er words, wh en 
th e energy with wh ich th ey started is 
spent Some h av e energy enough to 
carry th em ov er th e full century; oth ­ 
ers h av e ouly sutficicnt to keep th em 
going for ninety, eigh ty, sev enty, sixty 
or fewer years. Now. early baldness is 
a sure sign, with some eocceptions, th at 
th e energy Is likely to fail sooner tlidn 
In th e av erage man. But all kiiu . of 
baldness h av e not th is significance. 
Sometimes th e loss of h air arises from 
scalp disease caused probably by mi­ 
crobes. Th e warning baldness Is th at 
kind wh ich commences about th e tem­ 
ples and on th e crown of th e h ead and 
gradually eats its way ov er th e scalp 
until only a circular fringe of h air is 
left. 
Blue nails, or blue h ands, betoken 
weak or obstructed circulation.

Th e obstruction may occur 
from disorder of sev eral organs in th e 
body. But most commonly th e blue­ 
ness indicates th at th e h eart is not up 
to th e mark. 
Yawning

warning. It Is a sign th at th e steam 
h as run down and th at it is time to go 
to bed or perh aps to go into th e open 
air. Wh en you sit In a close room, th e 
Jungs do not receiv e sufficient of th e 
v ital gas, oxygen. Th e yawn Is th en a 
desperate effort of th e lungs to proper­ 
ly aerate th e blood, and it warns you 
to open th e windows or to leav e th e 
room. Wh en you are out of bed too 
loDg or wh en you h av e done an unusu­ 
ally h ard day’s work, th e waste prod­ 
ucts of your body are present in exces­ 
siv e q uantity. Th en th e yawn is a 
warning to you to lie down and rest. 
Most people h av e a great h orror of 
getting a “stroke” or fit of apoplexy.

Nature scarce ever strikes without 
warning. In so far as disease is con­ 
cerned it gives clear signs of what is 
impending days, weeks, months and 
even years before the attack. If people 
looked for these signs and took warn­ 
ing from them, they would escape 
mueh serious illness aud live* many 
years longer than they do. It is indeed 
rem arkable bow careless we are In this 
respect A man who will anxiously 
scan the sky for signs of coming rain 
lest his top hat may get spoiled will 
never dream of examining his eyes, 
nose or finger nails for signs of coming 
illness. 
The sneeze, for instance, is very sig­ 
nificant It is always a sign that some­ 
thing is injuring the air passages any­ 
where from the nose down to the 
lungs. Should it be only a case of snuff 
or pepper, of course the sneeze is of no 
consequence. But often it is an indica­ 
tion of congestion. There is inflamma­ 
tion somewhere, with too much blood, 
and the object of the sneeze is tp give 
relief by getting rid of some of the 
fluid. This sneeze is a warning that 
every prudent person should atteud to. 
It is at least the forerunner of a cold. 
But it may indicate an approaching at­ 
tack of bronchitis or pneumonia. When 
there is much sneezing, accompanied 
by something like a small shower of 
rain, the victim will do well to take a 
warm footbath, go to bed and adopt 
the other usual remedies to cure a cold. 
The winter cold itself is a grave 
warning. When it recurs two or three 
times every winter, it is sure to be fol­ 
lowed In the end by chronic bronchitis. 
Once this comes on it is practically in­ 
curable. 
Men arc started on their lives much 
as a shell from a cannon—with a cer­ 
tain fixed quantity of energy, 
lf dis­ 
ease br accident does not citrry them 
off, they will die some time of what 
we call old age—in other words, when 
the euergy with which they started is 
spent Some have energy enough to 
carry them over the full century; oth­ 
ers havo only sufficient to keep them 
going for ninety, eighty, seventy, sixty 
or fewer years. Now, early baldness is 
a sure sign, with some exceptions, that 
the energy is likely to fail sooner tiffin 
in the average man. But all kine., of 
baldness have not this significance. 
Sometimes the loss of hair arises from 
scalp disease caused probably by mi­ 
crobes. The warning baldness is that 
kind which commences about the tem­ 
ples and on the crown of the head and 
gradually eats its way over the scalp 
until only a circular fringe of hair is 
left 
Blue nails, or blue hands, betoken 
weak or obstructed circulation. They 
are a warning against overexertion of 
Any kind. The obstruction may occur 
from disorder of several organs in the 
body. But most commonly the blue­ 
ness indicates that the heart is not up 
to the mark. 
Yawning is a 
somewhat similar 
warning. It is a sign that the steam 
has run down and that it is time to go 
to bed or perhaps to go Into the open 
air. When you sit in a close room, the 
lungs do not receive sufficient of the 
vital gas, oxygen. The yawn is then a 
desperate effort of the lungs to proper­ 
ly aerate the blood, and it warns you 
to open the windows or to leave the 
room. When you are out of bed too 
long or when you have done an unusu­ 
ally hard day’s work, the waste prod­ 
ucts of your body are present in exces­ 
sive quantity. Then the yawn is a 
warning to you to lie down and rest 
Most people have a great horror of 
getting a “stroke” or fit of apoplexy. 
It is not by any means as unpleasant 
as the toothache, but the suddenness 
of it is w hat appalls, There is really 
no suddenness about it, however. No 
disease gives such early warning. A 
“stroke” is a very simple occurrence 
and not s t all horrible. It results from 
two or three causes, but the most com­ 
mon one is this: A little artery in the 
brain wears out and lets some blood 
escape, which clots, presses on the 
brain and paralyses w hatever part of 
the body Is governed by the piece of 
brain pressed upon. Now this artery 
wears out only in common w ith other 
arteries of the body. In some people 
they all become w hat Is called athe­ 
romatous. or hard and brittle. At the 
same time they become tortuous or 
twisted. 
We can see these bard and 
tortuous arteries on the temples, and 
then we know it is not safe to do any­ 
thing which will congest the brain, 
lest the one little artery there, which 
is especially liable to give way, shall 
let the blood escape. 
Likewise warn­ 
ing is often given by the tiny arteries 
of the eye. 
They break and let out 
little traces of blood, which can easily 
be seen, but a cold or sleepless night 
may do the same. 
When these signs 
occur—and they occur months and 
years before the stroke—do not get ex­ 
cited or angry, no m atter how great 
the provocation, do not rush to catch 
an omnibus or in any way overexert 
yourself, and do not dine too heartily. 
By taking the warnings given by na­ 
ture you will Insure yourself against 
this pleasantest way of leaving the 
world and be sure of dying of cholera 
or smallpox or some other respectable 
disease.-London Mail.

Nature scarce erer strikes without 
warning. In so far as disease is con­ 
cerned it gives clear signs of what is 
impending days, weeks, months and 
even years before the attack. If people 
looked for these signs and took warn­ 
ing from them, they would escape 
mueh serious illness aud live” many 
years longer than they do. It is indeed 
remarkable how careless we are in this 
respect. A man who will anxiously 
scan the sky for signs of coming rain 
lest his top hat may get spoiled will 
never dream of examining his eyes, 
nose or finger nails for signs of coming 
illness. 
The sneeze, for instance, is very sig­ 
nificant It is always a sign Blat some­ 
thing Is injuring the air passages any­ 
where from the nose down to the 
lungs. Should it bo only a case of snuff 
or pepper, of course the sneeze is of no 
consequence. But often it is an indica­ 
tion of congestion. There is inflamma­ 
tion somewhere, with too much blood, 
and the object of the sneeze is to give 
relief by getting rid of some of the 
fluid. This sneezers a warning that 
every prudent person should attend to. 
It is nt least the forerunner of a cold. 
But it may indicate an approaching at­ 
tack of bronchitis or pneumonia. When 
there is much sneezing, accompanied 
by something lite a small shower of 
rain, the victim will do well to take a 
warm footbath, go to bed and adopt 
the other usual remedies to cure a cold. 
The winter cold itself is a grave 
warning. When it recurs two or three 
times every winter, it is sure to be fol­ 
lowed In the end by chronic bronchitis. 
Once this comes on it is practically in­ 
curable. 
Men are started on their lives much 
as a shell from a cannon—with a cer­ 
tain fixed quantity of energy, 
lf dis­ 
ease br accident does not c.lrry them 
off, they will die some time of what 
we call old age—in other words, when 
the energy with which they started is 
spent Some have energy enough to 
carry them over Hie full century; oth­ 
ers have ouly sufficient to keep them 
going for ninety, eighty, seventy, sixty 
or fewer years. Now, early baldness is 
a sure sign, with some exceptions, that 
the energy is likely to fail sooner thdn 
in the average man. But all kin-. . of 
baldness have not this significance. 
Sometimes the loss of hair arises from 
scalp disease caused probably by mi- i 
crobes. The warning baldness is that 
J 
kind which commences about the tem­ 
ples and on the crown of the head and 
gradually eats its way over the scalp 
until only a circular fringe of hair is 
left. 
Blue nails, or blue hands, betoken 
weak or obstructed circulation. They 
are a warning against overexertion of 
any kind. The obstruction may occur 
from disorder of several organs in the 
body. But most commonly the blue- , 
ness indicates that the heart Is not up 
to the mark. 
Yawning is a 
somewhat 
similar 
warning. It is a sign that the steam j 
has run down and that it. is time to go 
to bed or perhaps to go into the open 
air. When you sit in a close room, the 
lungs do not receive sufficient of the 
vital gas, oxygen. The yawn Is then a 
desperate effort of the lungs to proper­ 
ly aerate the blood, and it warns you 
to open the windows or to leave the 
room. When you are out of bed too 
long or when you have done an unusu­ 
ally hard day’s work, the waste prod­ 
ucts of your body are present in exces­ 
sive quantity. Then the yawn is a 
warning to you to lie down and rest 
Most people have a great horror of 
getting a "stroke” or fit of apoplexy.

ELECTROCHEMICAL THEORY 


Of 
Professors Loeb 
and 
Mathews. 
The Latter Known In 
East Liverpool, 
The electrochemical theory of ner­ 
vous action, due to Professors Loe b 
and M atthews of Chicago, continues 
to excite attention, but It apparently 
m eets with more favor am ong physi­ 
ologists than with electricians. 
Says 
the* Electrical World and Engineer: 
“Any physiological theory involving 
the ionic theory of electricity is a 
theory of the second degree, since* 
the* Ionic is itself only a working hype* 
thesis that has not yet been received 
as a m atter of dem onstration beyond 
the* pale of doubt. 
Moreover, from the 
outline* give*n of Dr. M athews’ theory 
(hat the ionic theory might fall with­ 
out necessarily implicating the* essen 
Dais of the nerve action theory here 
considered, so th at in a certain sense 
it would seem th a t the* ne.*w theory 
does not necessarily penetrate; ions in 
the* definite sense contem plated 
by 
the modern ionic theory. 
Almost any 
of the* more recent theories of the* 
electrochem ical action would, perhaps, 
answ er the* purpose of the ne*w hypo­ 
thesis equally well. 
It*is only reason 
able* to e xpect th at in tim e physiolo 
gists 
will 
discover the* fundam ental 
laws -perhaps very simple in ch arac­ 
ter, but no doubt very complex in 
superposition—which 
underlie nerve 
ae Don, and the objective* side of con 
aciousBesg. 
T here can be* no doubt 
that electricity takes a share in this 
action, because all the* phenom ena of 
life* are* phenom ena 
of 
differential 
liquids se parated by thin se*pta, and 
it would be* practically impossible to 
assemble* such 
m echanism 
without 
originating eb*ctrlc and ele*ctroe heml- 
cal actions." 
The above has also some local in 
terest, from the fact th at Professor 
Albert P. Mathews, his wife* and daugh­ 
ter, spent several days in E ast Liver­ 
pool last August, at the* re*shb*nc€* of 
Mr. N. O. Macrum, who is an uncle 
of Mrs. Mathews.

The first build­ 
ing to lie enlarged would be tho bar­ 
racks by completing the quadrangle 
and adding eight divisions. These di­ 
visions would accommodate thirty-two 
cadets each, so that the enlarged build­ 
ing would accommodate 040 cadets 
properly.

The stage line between Atchison and 
Placerville, 
On!., 
which 
ran 
daily 
coaches for about five years in 1800-05, 
was the finest ever know n in the stage­ 
coach business. 
In equipment no sim ­ 
ilar line could equal It. 
It was the 
greatest stage line on the globe, carry­ 
ing passengers, mail and express. 
In 1804-05 it cost more for meals be­ 
tween Atchison and Denver than the 
railroad fare now costs, with meals 
added. 
The run from Atchison to 
Denver is now made in something Uke 
fifteen hours as against six days in the 
stagecoach days. At one time the fare 
from Atchison to Denver wus $175; the 
railroad fare at present is $15. 
The 
quickest tim e ever made by stage be­ 
tween Atohigou and Denver w as four 
and a half days. 
Ben Holladay, own­ 
er of the line, traveled by special 
coaches from Placerville, Cal., to Atch­ 
ison, 2,000 miles, In tw elve days an i 
tw o hours, beating the regular daily 
schedule five days. This feat cost Hol­ 
laday $20,000, hut it was a great ad­ 
vertisement for his line. 
The stages, 
when crowded, carried fifteen persons, 
besides great quantities of mall and 
express. 
One of the roaches used on the A1 ch- 
ison-Plncervllle line Is now in the 
Smithsonian Institution at W ashing­ 
ton. 
After leaving Atchison it was 
operated on the Deadwood line and 
was several times captured by Indium* 
and outlaws. 
Once when ‘captured by 
outlaws It carried $00,000 In gold. 
In 
this attack three guards were killed. 
Buffalo Rill beard that the old coach 
had been abandoned und weut after it. 
using it for years in his wild west 
show. In london it carried the Prince 
of Wales, and all the notables of Eu­ 
rope examined It with Interest On the 
Fourth of July. 1895, this famous old 
coach was exhibited with the wild 
west show at Concord, N. IL, where It 
w as mode. The owners arid employe*** 
of the stagecoach factory gave the his­ 
toric old stage a great deal of atten­ 
tion, and in the parade It bore this 
sign: ”1803 Home Agaio—1895.” 
Including Atchison and Placerville, 
there \*ere 153 stations on the line, th* 
longest In existence (1,913 miles*. 
The 
fare w as $225, or about 12 cents a mile. 
The stations were from ten to fourteen 
miles apurt. 
Some days $2,000 was 
taken in ut the stage office in Atchison 
for fares alone. 
Each passenger was 
allowed twenty-five pounds of baggage; 
each pound of excess cost $1, which 
was the price for carrying express. 
The fare to Denver duriug the wur was 
$175, or 27 cents a mile per passenger. 
The stages were nearly alw ays crowd­ 
ed. and passengers were often com­ 
pelled to wait st* Vera I days at Atchison 
before they could be a cep rn ruo< la ted. 
A minister OCice refused to travel on 
Sunday and abandoned his place. 
He 
did not get a chance to go uutil the 
following Sunday, and this time he con­ 
cluded that, under certain circum stan­ 
ces, traveling on Sunday was excusa­ 
ble. 
Sometimes passengers hooked for 
a certain day sold out for u bonus of 
from $20 to $50 aud waited for a later 
stage.

The Slgnlflranre of Snee*lnR, Yawn­ 
ing and Reearrln* Winter Cold*. 
The Meaning *»f Bine Hand*—Apo­ 
plexy's Warning Signals. 


Nature scarce ever strikes without 
warning. In so far as disease Is con­ 
cerned it gives clear signs of w hat is 
impending days, weeks, months and 
even years before the attack. If people 
looked for these signs and took warn­ 
ing from them, they would escape 
mueh serious illness aud live' many 
years longer than they do. It is indeed 
remarkable how careless we are in this 
respect. 
A man who will anxiously 
scan the sky tor signs of coming rain 
lest his top hat may get spoiled will 
never dream of examining his eyes, 
nose or finger nails for signs of coming 
illness. 
The sneeze, for instance, Is very sig­ 
nificant. It Is always a sign Blat some­ 
thing is injuring the air passages any­ 
where from the nose down to the 
lungs. Should it bo only a case of snuff 
or pepper, of course the sneeze is of no 
consequence. But often it Is an indica­ 
tion of congestion. There is Inflamma­ 
tion somewhere, with too much blood, 
and Hie object of the sneeze Is to give 
relief by jotting rid of some of the 
fluid. This sneeze Is a w arning that 
every prudent person should attend to. 
It is nt least the forerunner of a cold. 
But it may indicate an approaching a t­ 
tack of bronchitis or pneumonia. When 
there is much sneezing, accompanied 
by something like a small shower of 
rain, the victim will do well to lake a 
warm footbath, go to bed and adopt 
tho other usual remedies to cure a cold. 
The w inter cold itself is a grave 
warning. When it recurs two or three 
times every winter, it Is sure to be fol­ 
lowed in Hie end by chronic bronchitis. 
Once this comes on it is practically in­ 
curable. 
Men arc started on their lives much 
as a shell from a camion—with a cer­ 
tain fixed quantity of energy, 
lf dis­ 
ease or accident does not cArry them 
off. they will die some time of what 
we call oh! age—In other words, when 
the energy with which they started is 
sjienL Some have energy enough to 
carry them over the full century; oth­ 
ers havo ouly sufficient to keep them 
going for ninety, eighty, seventy, sixty 
or fewer years. Now, early baldness is 
a sure sign, with some eaaeptions, that 
the energy is likely to fail sooner thstn 
In the average man. But all kin . of 
baldness have not this significance. 
Sometimes the loss of balr arises from 
sculp disease caused probably by mi­ 
crobes. The warning baldness is that 
kind which commences about the tem­ 
ples and on the crown of the head and 
gradually eats its way over the scalp
